Just having your own 
bed to sleep on can make 
even a foreign country feel 
like home. 

That's why the Help- 
ing International Students 
program and Chi Alpha will 
sponsor a furniture giveaway 
for K-State international stu- 
dents from 8 to 10 a.m. on 
Saturday at the HIS office 
building parking lot, 1021 
Denison Ave., said Kristen 
Geri, associate coordinator 
for HIS. 

"Many of these students 
come here from their homes 
without furniture," Geri said. 
"We'd like to help them get 
settled in." 

All K-State internation- 
al students are invited to the 
giveaway, and parking will 
be available across from the 
HIS office building in the lot 
between Ackert and Durland 
halls. 

Geri said HIS will give 
away furniture items donat- 
ed by Manhattan area church 
members, including single 
and double beds, couches, 
tables and chairs. She also 
suggested students arrive 
at the HIS office building a 



few minutes before 8 p.m. if 
they have a specific item they 
want to pick out. 

"It'll be first come, first 
served," Geri said. "I would 
definitely recommend [inter- 
national students] get here a 
little early to get in line." 

She said volunteers will 
have the international stu- 
dents get in line as they ar- 
rive, and then each stu- 
dent will get to go through 
once and choose one furni- 
ture item they would like to 
have. 

"Then, if there are stu- 
dents who want to go through 
a second time, we can send 
them through again after ev- 
eryone's been through," Geri 
said. 

If international students 
do not have transportation 
for the furniture they choose, 
she said HIS will provide 
trucks to move the students' 
items to their home. 

If any students or Man- 
hattan community members 
have furniture they would 
like to donate to the give- 
away, they can bring them to 
the HIS office parking lot at 
8 on Saturday morning. 

Geri said HIS cannot 
take hide-a-beds or clothes 
washers and dryers. She also 



said extremely heavy items 
like large metal desks would 
be too difficult for an interna- 
tional student to use, so HIS 
cannot accept heavy pieces. 

"Some of the interna- 
tional students will move 
three times in one year, so 
it's not practical for them 
to have those heavy items," 
Geri said. 

Hyejin Oh, internation- 
al student from China and 
intern with HIS, said HIS 
is expecting more than 100 
international students to at- 
tend the furniture giveaway. 

She also said there are 
volunteers signed up to help 
with the giveaway, but more 
volunteers would be appreci- 
ated. For more information 
on how you can help out, 
contact Oh at 785-317-7593. 

There also will be infor- 
mation on other HIS pro- 
grams available at the give- 
away, including a sign-up for 
any international students 
who would like an American 
friend, Geri said. 

"We have lots of Ameri- 
can students who are signed 
up and ready to go, and we'd 
like to give international stu- 
dents the chance to make an 
American friend here," she 
said.

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Professor recommends low-maintenance plants for students

A little green is all you 
need. 

Plants can bring life to 
a college living space, but 
most students don't have 
time, money or space to 
take care of them. Richard 
Mattson, professor in hor- 
ticulture forestry and recre- 
ation, suggested low-light, 
low-maintenance plants 
that are ideal for college liv- 
ing spaces. 

SANSVIERIA 

These plants are native 
to African rain forests. They 
have long, waxy leaves with 
golden edges or stripes. 
Mattson said they need to 
be watered only about once 
every six weeks. 

BEGONIA 

Pretty pink flowers 
adorn some begonia plants. 



Others, like the "beef steak," 
have bright red leaves. Be- 
gonias require low light. 

ASPIDISTRA 

Mattson said the "cast- 
iron" aspidistra is especial- 
ly hardy. It can take almost 
anything you throw into 
the pot. "It's the only plant 
I know of that can survive 
in bars," Mattson said. 

PINEAPPLE PLANT 

Mini, red pineapples 
grow in the middle of the 
plant's fountain-like leaves. 
Mattson said people can 
grow their own plants by 
cutting the tops off pineap- 
ples and planting the fruit 
in soil. Or one can place an 
apple core in the middle of 
a plant, which will cause it 
to produce pineapples. 

TROPICAL DESERT 
PLANTS 

Mattson said these grow 



best in window light. They 
need water about once per 
month. The "panda bear" 
plant has dark leaves edged 
with orange spots. The 
"burrow's tail" has smooth, 
bluish-green leaves. Aloe, 
cow's tongue, partridge 
breast and elephant jade 
are other examples of des- 



ert plants. 

Other low-light plants 
include rhododendrons and 
pepperomias, Mattson said. 

Mattson said the horti- 
culture club sells low-light 
plants in Throckmorton 
Hall at various times dur- 
ing the year starting in Sep- 
tember.

But it wasn't just a class; I failed 
myself, my professors, and - one of the hard- 
est ones to accept - my mom. 

There's nothing easy about calling home 
to pass on news like that. 

I know there are a good number of stu- 
dents who will never receive a B at K-State, 
let alone a failing grade. But for the rest of us, 
there is a likelihood of receiving a D or an F 
at some point during college. Luckily, we can 
retake classes, and I know I appreciate sec- 
ond chances. 

INVOLVEMENT 

Another part of college I look back on 



with regret is my attempt to get involved dur- 
ing my freshman year. I lived off campus, and 
I didn't have a roommate or friends from the 
dorms like other freshmen did. I knew I had 
to make a special effort. 

At first, I was on the right track: I had 
a job on campus where I had the opportu- 
nity to get to know about 60 other people; I 
was getting involved with a Christian group 
on campus; and attending class helped. 

But I became ill and dropped off the 
face of the planet. I didn't make it to class as 
much, and I gave up going to my Bible study 
group to try and stay ahead with my classes. 

The relationships I had made suffered, 
and I made it impossible for my new friends 
to even offer me support during my difficult 
time. 

FINANCES 

So now that I've bared my screw-ups for 
all to see, let me share what I think has been 
the biggest mistake I made during college. 

I never took out any student loans. But 
I'm not bragging. 

I had a prejudice against accepting loans. 
I had seen first-hand how people close to me 
struggled with debt, and I didn't want that for 
myself. And I had too much pride to accept 
help. I wanted to pay for college with money 
and scholarships I earned myself. 

What that meant was I usually worked

two jobs and at least 55 hours a week in ad- 
dition to being a full-time student.
